THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Pittsfield, in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the TOWN HALL in said 
PITTSFIELD on Tuesday, the EIGHTH day of MARCH, 1983 at TEN of the 
clock in the forenoon and at the GREENLEAF AUDITORIUM at EIGHT of the 
clock in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE #1 To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. (Polls shall open at 10:00 AM and not to close before 
6:00 PM). 


ARTICLE #2 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend money from the State, 
Federal or any other Governmental unit or private source which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the provisions set forth 
in RSA 31:95-b. Such authorization to include the purchase of property 
with the aforementioned funds, 


ARTICLE #3 To see if the Town will accept if awarded a 
$351,000 Federal Grant from the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development - Small Cities Comprehensive Community Block Grant Program 
to fund the third and final year of the Pittsfield Center Neighborhood 
Improvement Program. 


ARTICLE #4 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell, rent, or lease any or all property acquired by Tax 
Collector's Deeds, or any other source, and to administer said property 
as they deem in the best interests of the Town. 


ARTICLE #5 To see if the Town will vote to authorize prepay- 
ment of property taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to accept 
prepayments as provided by RSA 80:52-a. 


ARTICLE #6 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 1983 taxes, the same to 
be repaid with that years levy. 


ARTICLE #7 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector/Town Clerk to appoint a deputy, in accordance with RSA 
41:38. 


ARTICLE #8 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer to appoint a deputy, in accordance with RSA 41 :29-a. 


ARTICLE #9 To see if the Town will vote to go on record in 
support of immediate actions by the Federal Government to control and 
reduce acid rain which is harmful to the environment and economy of 
Pittsfield and to the health and welfare of the people of Pittsfield. 


These actions shall include: 
1. Reduce by at least half the major cause of acid rain, sulfur 
dioxide emissions, by the year 1990. 
2. Conclude negotiations and adopt a treaty with the government 
of Canada that will commit both nations to this same goal. 
The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the 
New Hampshire Congressional Delegation and to the President of the

ARTICLE #10 To see if the Town will vote to show its support 
for enactment, by the legislature, of a bill mandating returnable 
beverage containers - the so-called "bottle bill". (BY PETITION) 


ARTICLE #11 To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
authorize the withdrawal from Federal Revenue Sharing Funds for use as 
set-offs against budgeted appropriations for the following specific 
purposes and in amounts indicated herewith or take any action hereon: 


A. Police Mobile Radio $ 1,381.00 
B. Highway - Mowing Equipment 8,000.00 
C. Data Processing Equipment 6,500.00 
D. Capital Reserve Fund - Highway Equipment 10,000.00 
E. Capital Reserve Fund - Municipal Building - 
Renovation/Construction 7,000.00 
F. Capital Reserve Fund - Police Cruiser 2,500.00 


(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE #12 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
establishment of the following Capital Reserve Funds contingent upon 
the approval of the use of Revenue Sharing Funds: 


A. Highway Equipment $10,000.00 
B. Municipal Building-Renovation/Construction 7,000.00 
C. Police Cruiser 2,500.00 


(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE #13 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of One Hundred Twelve Thousand Seven Hundred Dollars 
($112,700.00) for the construction of the highway garage facilities 
of which $17,700.00, plus interest, will be withdrawn from the Capital 
Reserve Fund-Highway Garage; and a maximum of Ninety-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($95,000.00) would be raised by bond issue, as authorized by 
RSA 33, and to authorize the Selectmen, at their descretion, to fix 
the dates, maturities, denominations, the interest rate, the place of 
payment, the form, and other details of said bonds and of providing 
for the sale thereof. (RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) 








ARTICLE #14 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sums of money recommended by the Budget Committee to defray 
Town expenses for the year ensuing or pass any motion related thereto. 


ARTICLE #15 To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Municipal Traffic Ordinance of 1939 by adding Section 9 to Article V, 
as provided by RSA 31:42, as follows: 
Section 9: Electronic Game Machines, Pin Ball Machines, Pool 
Tables or any coin operated Amusement Device. 
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a) Definitions: 

1) Electronic Game Machines: Any type of electrically 
operated, pre-programed, display producing game of skill or chance. 

2) Pin Bali Machines: Any type of electrically or manually 
operated, display producing game of skill or chance utilizing metallic 
or synthetic balls. 

3) Pool Tables: Any type of table game utilizing balls the 
action of which is controiled by a player utilizing a cue stick. 

4) Minor: Any person under the age of 16 years, as it 
applies to this section only. 

b) License Application Requirements: A license for operation 
shall be issued by the Board of Selectmen to the person who makes appli- 
Cation on a form prescribed by the Board of Selectmen. Such license 
shall be issued upon satisfying the following: 

1) Approval by the Chief of Police that the applicant is a 
Suitable person to have such a license. 

2) Payment of appropriate fee: $10.00 for up to 10 machines 

$50.00 for 10 machines or more. 

c) Hours of Operation: 

1) No licensee shall allow the operation of any Electronic 
Game Machine, Pin Ball Machine, Pool Table, or any coin operated Amuse- 
ment Device between the hours of 1 A.M. and 8 A.M.. 

d) Exceptions: 

1) No minor shal] be allowed to operate an Electronic Game 
Machine, Pin Ball Machine or Pool Table between the hours of 8 A.M. and 
3 P.M. on any school day, unless accompanied by a parent or guardian. 

2) No minor shali be allowed to operate an Electronic Game 
Machine, Pin Bal! Machine or Pool Table after 9 P.M. Sunday through 
Thursday, unless accompanied by a parent or guardian. 

3) No minor shall be allowed to operate an Electronic Game 
Machine, Pin Ball Machine or Pool Table after 10 P.M. Friday and Satur- 
day, unless accompanied by a parent or guardian. 

e) Violation: Penalty - Any violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall subject the licensee to a fine of not more than $100.00. 

f) Suspension/Revocation of License: 

1) The Board of Selectmen may suspend, for a period no long- 
er than 15 days, all licenses issued to the licensee upon conviction of 
a violation of the provisions of this ordinance. 

2) The Board of Selectmen may revoke all licenses issued to 
the licensee upon a second or subsequent convicvion of a violation of 
the provisions of this ordinance. 

3) The Board of Selectmen may suspend or revoke all licenses 
issued a licensee upon recommendation by the Chief of Police that said 
licensee has become an unsuitable person to hold such license. 





g) Term: Each issued license shall be good for one year from 
date of issue.

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PITTSFIELD COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT REPORT 


After more than a year of planning and public hearings, the Fed- 
erally funded Pittsfield Center Improvement Project got underway in 
1982. Among the activities accomplished are: 
Establishment of the Blueberry Express Day Care Center 
Restoration of Dustin Park 
Construction of the Elm Street Parking Area 
Replacement of the storm drainage systems on Chestnut 
and Main Street 

5. Reconstruction of Main, Chestnut, Green and Elm Streets 

and sidewalks 
Along with these physical construction activities, 1982 also saw the 
establishment of the Pittsfield Center Development Corporation, a non- 
profit corporation intended to encourage continued investment in the 
downtown. Finally, a downtown market study that began last May re- 
sulted in a series of positive recommendations which will be imple- 
mented during the coming year. 
The Pittsfield Center Improvement Program was originally scheduled 
to end in June 1984. Successes in the program to date have enabled the 
Selectmen to revise that schedule to a December 1983 completion date, 
resulting in administrative savings that are being applied to more ex- 
tensive construction. Scheduled for the 1983 construction season are: 
1. Recreation Improvements to Drake Field 
2. Relocate the Broadway/Depot Street Intersection 
3. Construct a sidewalk along Broadway Street; Resurface 
Broadway and Cram Avenue 

4. Construct the Cram Avenue Parking Area 

5. Reconstruct River Road from Bridge Street to Bend-of- 
River Apartments 

6. Complete the large-family housing rehabilitation program 

We thank everyone, especially the downtown merchants and residents 
for their patience and cooperation during construction of the 1982 im- 
provements. 1983 will require another measure of each, but the results 
are worth it!

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_SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


The year 1982 has seen many very visible changes in the appearance 
of Pittsfield. Spurred on by the Rotary Club's Pittsfield Pride project 
and the Community Development's street and sidewalk reconstruction pro: 
gram, many residents have begun to make Pittsfield's "front porch" more 
enticing to those who visit and shop in Pittsfield. We hope that this 
attitude will continue to grow for many years to come. 

Last summer, in cooperation with the State of New Hampshire and the 
Community Development Office, federal and state funds were made availabie 
to construct much needed new storm drains on Main Street and replace the 
storm drains on the upper half of Chestnut Street. A new storm drain 
line was also installed on Manchester Street. 

The Johnson Road reconstruction project was finally started late 
last fall and should be completed this spring. This project is being 
funded by Highway Subsidy and TRA funds. Ihe next road for use of 
these funds is scheduled to be Clough Road (Tilton Hill). 

Many months have gone into the planning of the proposed new high- 
way garage facility. Many considerations were given to using existing 
vacant buildings and renovating to suit the needs of the highway depart- 
ment. It was decided that this approach would not be economically 
feasible for many reasons. The Board then decided to purchase property 
adjacent to presently owned town property on Clark Street, which will 
be in close proximity to the old garage which will be used to store 
highway salt. Preliminary plans and specifications have been obtained 
for presentation at Town Meeting. Funded by a bond issue and reserve 
funds, this construction project will not place an extra burden on the 
tax rate. 

1982 marked Pittsfield's 200th birthday. A series of events took 
place throughout the year to commemorate this event. Our special thanks 
go to Florence Freese and all the members of the Bicentennial Committee 
for making this commemoration immensely successful. The Board also 
would like to recognize and thank all who participated in the celebration. 
It certainly was one we can all be proud of. 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
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PITTSFIELD FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


A total of 260 alarms were answered by the Pittsfield Fire Depart- 
ment during 1982. 184 of these calls were requests for medical aid. 

The past year saw our town celebrate its Bicentennial and the fire 
department hosted the opening ball in April. We are proud to have had 
a part in the celebration which lasted all summer and included the 
parade and carnival which we co-sponsor with the Lions Club. During 
August the members served breakfast for two mornings during the balloon 
rally. 

The Explorer group for fire and rescue is now into its second year 
and they have proved to be a valuable asset to our department. They 
attend all training and rescue classes and help during the year at all 
department activities. They now have uniforms which they purchased 
from the proceeds of their Christmas tree sales held for the past two 
years. 

The new hot air heating system was installed at the station early 
in the year and has proved to help lower our heating costs. Much of 
the work of installing the new system was done by the members of the 
department. 

Much of the equipment that the department buys comes from the 
monies earned from our two annual raffles. We would like to thank all 
those people who have supported us and hope they will continue to do so. 

Please continue to help make our community fire safe.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As in all things, the review of the activities and accomplishments 
of some years tend to overshadow others. 1982 was such a year. 

The Police Cadets, of the Explorer group initiated in 1981, proved 
that the youth of the community, when given an opportunity to learn and 
serve, do both with excellent results. Their involvement, particularly 
during the Bicentennial Celebration and Hot Air Balloon Rally, resulted 
in numerous favorable comments. Their dedicated help in controlling 
traffic at other town-sponsored functions and their assistance at acci- 
dent scenes proved conclusively that the time and effort in instituting 
such a program for our youth was extremely well spent. 

In this, the first year of our District Court, the constant contact 
between the various police departments in the area led to a new, close- 
knit working relationship. This newly developed policy of interdepart- 
ment support proved itself on numerous occasions throughout the year 
in the apprehension of those involved in crimes within our town. No 
longer can the criminal feel safe committing his acts in one community 
and retreating to the sanctuary of another, Because of the excellent 
results obtained through this network of information and investigation, 
we will continue to support and develop this policy. 

The Department also became increasingly involved in the area of 
juvenile neglect and abuse. One of the obvious problems found in ad- 
dressing this area of concern was the location of agencies and their 
unavailability on weekends and at night when most of these types of 
problems seem to occur. 

The Department initiated various meetings between concerned local 
residents and representatives from area-based agencies involved in these 
matters. The result of their meetings was the formation of a local 
committee to develop emergency housing units within our area for the 
temporary placement of children who have had to be removed from their 
homes due to neglect, abuse, or delinquency. Although this committee 
is still in its fledgling stage, we expect - and hope - that it will 
develop into a nucleus for other related programs in the future. 

The purchase of a highly sophisticated radar system, utilizing 
matching federal funds, has resulted in the arrest - and conviction - 
of an increasing number of those who drink and drive. Although the 
unit was only in operation for the last few months of the year, its 
presence has been felt within the community - particularly by those 
who have found themselves on the receiving end of a speeding ticket or 
court summons. Drivers who drink and drivers who speed will remain the 
major cause of injury and death on our roads. The continued use of 
this radar is our best weapon for combating both. 

This year, as I did last year, let me again emphasize that only by 
working together can we make Pittsfield a safe and decent community. 
You can be assured that the members of the Department - with your con- 
tinued support and involvement - will do our best to provide the type 
of police protection and service that will gain us this goal.

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PITTSFIELD BICENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 
(1782 - 1982) 


Every man, woman and child who shared in Pittsfield's splendid 
Bicentennial can look back with pride and pleasure on the impressive 
number of events and activities that made 1982 a truly memorable year. 

The drama of the re-enactment of Incorporation Day, March 27th, 
at the Town Hall, was heightened by the icy winds that blew. With our 
Town officials and visiting militia handsomely arrayed in period cos- 
tume, we were drawn back to our beginnings. 

Between the Grand Opening Ball, sponsored by the Fire Department 
and the Players' Closing Ball and cabaret, a host of enthusiastic in- 
dividuals and organizations worked hard and conscientiously to ensure 
the season's success. Suppers and food sales were held, and souvenirs 
were sold, to help defray expenses. The bronze, pewter, silver and 
gold medals designed by Lucile LaMontagne were perhaps the most perma- 
nent mementoes, and the art work was used to identify the Bicentennial 
theme throughout the celebrations. 

Who is to say whether the spectacular Old Home Day Parade, the 
All-Class High School Reunion, which brought together graduates from 
across the country, as well as across the years, the exuberant Pops 
Concert, or the moving Ecumenical Service at the Old Quaker Church 
will linger longest in the memory? For some, the spruced-up town, 
decked out with red, white and blue bunting all summer, the Tennis 
Tournament or the 10-Kilometer Road Race may have been the most signif- 
icant. For others, the staging of "Musical Portraits," the visit of 
the Continental Singers or Gilbert Paige's two nostalgic slide shows 
of early Pittsfield, may have meant the most.

And surely 
a bonus to everyone was the unforgettable glory of the Hot Air Balloons 
as they sailed majestically over the town. 

Sincere congratulations to Florence Freese and her Committee who 
kept the momentum going, to the Selectmen for their support, and to 
Jim Adams and the Parade Committee. Acknowledgements also to: the 
American Legion, the Area Arts Council, Carpenter Library, the Churches 
and the Ministerial Association, the Community/School Co-ordinators, 
the Evening Extension Group, the Fire Department, Forever Young, the 
Grange, the Historical Society, the Lions, the Manufacturers and the 
Merchants, the Players, the Reunion Committee, the Rotary Club, the 
Schools, the V.F.W., the Women of Rotary and the Globe Manufacturing 
and Pittsfield Weaving.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
TOWN OF PITTSFIELD 
MARCH 9, 1982 


Moderator Henry F. Stapleton called the meeting to order at 
8:05 P.M. at the Greenleaf Auditorium. John Barto made a motion to 
dispense with the first reading of the warrant and Steve Davis second- 
ed. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #2 To see if the Town will vote by secret ballot to 
mandate the Selectmen to immediately reinstate James F. Blake as 
Chief of Police of the Town of Pittsfield. (By petition) 

Steve Davis moved this article be tabled indefinitely. Moderator 
stated that the Selectmen had received a legal opinion on this article. 
Attorney Frederic Greenhalge had advised the Selectmen that because 
the Town had previously voted to have the police officers appointed 
by the Selectmen, there would have to be a warrant article providing 
for the election of permanent police officers in the current warrant. 
Therefore, this article would be invalid if enacted. The Selectmen 
were obligated to include it as a warrant article because it came by 
petition with the necessary signatures. 

ARTICLE #3 If affirmative action is taken on the foregoing, or 
is otherwise desired, to see if the Town will vote to act on the 
following: Because of ever increasing complexity of effectively man- 
aging and budgeting police functions -- to direct the Town Moderator 
to appoint a committee of five persons, excluding elected and appoint- 
ed Town Officials, to act as a Police Commission to determine validity 
of department objectives, services, and effective administration and 
to substantiate budgeting needs. Said committee to report findings 
and give recommendations to Selectmen, Budget Committee, and report 
no later that the Town Meeting of 1983. (By petition) 

Moderator advised that since affirmative action was not taken on 
Article #2, it is not possible that action be taken on Article #3. 
Moderator asked if any of the petitioners would care to explain the 
phrase "or is otherwise desired". Gilbert Bleckmann said this phrase 
was put in to protect the petitioners because of what happened last 
year at the discretion of the Selectmen. John Stapleton moved Art- 
icle #3 be indefinitely postponed and Steve Davis seconded. Voice 
vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #4 To see if the Town will vote to compensate the Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector in the following manner: 

Town Clerk: (a) Salary ($300.00) 
(b) Statutory Fees 
Tax Collector: (a) One-half of one percent of taxes collect- 
ed. 
(b) Statutory Fees 
(c) Sewer User Fees-3/4 of one percent of 
fees collected. 
(By petition) 

Moderator announced that he had received a written request for a 
secret ballot on Articles #4 and #5. Gilbert Bleckmann said it should 
be noted that this article was not recommended by the Budget Committee. 

James Hillsgrove said the part-time Town Clerk and Tax Collector 
position involves about 38-40 hours a week. The Selectmen chose to 
call it a part-time position so they wouldn't have to pay benefits. 
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The office is open 28% hours per week and the rest of the hours are 
spent on bookkeeping. There is a tremendous amount of record keeping 
involved, There seems to be a great concern and fear if the taxes 

go up my salary goes up, however, the number of people making partial 
payments has. substantially increased which creates extra bookkeeping. 
Last year I received $11,656.16 and this year I will be receiving less, 
even though the work load has increased. 

Floyd Carson said the net effect in 1982 would be approximately 
$13,125 under Article #4 and approximately $7,500 under Article #5, 
which would result in a savings to the Town. 

Moderator declared the polls open at 8:55 P.M. and closed at 
9:15 P.M.. There were 229 ballots cast - 175 No - 53 Yes - 1 Void. 
Article defeated. 

ARTICLE #5 To see if the Town will vote to compensate the Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector a part-time salary of Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00) in lieu of all fees. (Reference RSA 41:25 & 41:33) 

(All Statutory fees will be paid to the Town; the commission percent- 
age basis will be eliminated). (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 
Floyd Carson moved the article as written and John Stapleton 

seconded. Moderator asked if the makers of the petition to have a 
secret ballot would withdraw their request. Each petitioner present 
agreed to withdraw. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #6 To see if the Town will vote to require Selectmen, 
the School Board and the Budget Committee to hold individual's prop- 
erty taxes no higher than two and one-half (24%) percent of their 
market valuation. (By petition) 

Moderator read legal opinion from Attorney Greenhalge. "Assuming 
that the article is passed, there is considerable likelihood that it 
would not be legally valid. The taxing power does not rest with the 
municipalities but with the legislature, and the municipal authorities 
engaged in the process of assessment and collection of taxes are per- 
forming a ministerial duty on behalf of the state and not the munici- 
pality. King Ridge, Inc. v. Sutton, 115 NH 294, 296. See also Win- 
chester Taxpayers' Ass'n. v. Board of Selectmen, 118 NH 144 (1978). 

I would conclude that in the absense of a statute or constitutional 
amendment the Selectmen do not have the jurisdiction to impose the 
cap on assessment required by the warrant article. 

Helen Schoppmeyer made a motion to indefinitely postpone this 
article and John Barto seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #7 To see if the Town will vote to have the Town Moder- 
ator appoint members of the Board of Directors to the Pittsfield 
Center Development Corporation. (By petition) 

Floyd Carson made a motion to accept the article and it was duly 
seconded. 

Ken Anderson spoke about the projects that the Pittsfield Com- 
munity Development Committee is in the process of completing, such 
as the Elm Street Parking Lot, the Cram Avenue Parking Lot, and the 
day care facility. Said the federal funding for this program would 
stop in 1983 and by that time they hoped to have completed the park- 
ing lots, which would be supported by leasing spaces; the day care 
center, which would be self-supporting; and funded a direct loan 
program. Voice vote affirmative. " 

ARTICLE #8 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend money from the State, 
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Federal or any other Governmental unit or private source which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the provisions set forth 
in RSA 31:95-b. Such authorization to include the purchase of prop- 
erty with the aforementioned funds. 

John Barto moved the article be accepted as read and it was duly 
seconded. 

Mark Fraser explained that this gives the Selectmen authority to 
apply for and accept any source of revenues that become available. 

If this is not voted, we would not be able to accept the federal grant 
under Article #9 to continue the Neighborhood Improvement Program. 
Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #9 To see if the Town will accept, if awarded, a $455,000 
Federal Grant from the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
Small Cities Comprehensive Community Development Block Grant Program 
to fund the second year of the Pittsfield Center Neighborhood Improve- 
ment Program. 

John Barto made a motion to accept the article as read and Arnold 
Wells seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #10 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell, rent, or lease any or all property acquired by Tax Collect- 
or's Deeds, or any other source, and to administer said property as 
they deem in the best interests of the Town. 

Leo Fraser made a motion to accept the article as read and Floyd 
Carson seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #11 To see if the Town will vote to authorize prepayment 
of property taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to accept prepay- 
ments as provided by RSA 80:52-a. 

Floyd Carson made a motion to accept the article as read and Leo 
Fraser seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #12 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of 1982 taxes, the same to be re- 
paid with that years levy. 

Floyd Carson made a motion to accept the article as read and Laura 
Hildreth seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #13 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to participate in surveying the property bounds of the Lane-Hartwel | 
Town Forest; and to appropriate Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) as the 
Town's 1/3 share of the survey. (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 

Leo Fraser made a motion to accept the article as read and Robert 
Landry seconded. 

Question was raised as to where this property is located. Floyd 
Carson said it is back of Eaton Pond off Route 107 and Clough Road- 
back of Charles Watson's farm. It was given to the Town several years 
ago but the boundaries have neven been straightened out. The two 
abbutters are paying 2/3 of the cost of the survey. 

Steve Davis said the tax map shows 84 acres but the deed says 
52 acres. There is probably approximately 50-60 acres. Voice vote 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE #14 To see if the Town will vote to have the Overseer of 
Welfare appointed by the Selectmen as provided by law. 

Floyd Carson made a motion to accept the article as read and Leo 
Fraser seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #15 To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
authorize the withdrawal from the Capital Reserve accounts, funds not 
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to exceed the following amounts for the appropriation specified: 

(A) An amount not to exceed Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) 
as the Town's 1/3 share for the Route 107/White's Pond Bridge project. 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 

(B) An amount not to exceed Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) 
from the Capital Reserve-Highway Equipment for the purchase of a loader/ 
backhoe. (This amount to be equally matched by Revenue Sharing Funds). 
(Recommended by Budget Committee) 

Leo Fraser made a motion we accept Article 15A as printed and 
Floyd Carson seconded. 

Douglas Blackwood asked why the Town had to repair a bridge on a 
State Highway. 

Moderator answered that the Town owns the bridge and if we repair 
it the State would take over the responsibility of maintaining it. This 
money is the amount that was left over from the Webster Mills Bridge 
project and was voted for this purpose at last year's town meeting. 

Discussion continued regarding applying this money toward the tax 
rate. Moderator advised that since this money was voted last year spec- 
ifically for this project it could not be used for another purpose. 
Voice vote affirmative on Article #15A. 

Floyd Carson made a motion we accept Article 15B as printed and 
Laura Hildreth seconded. 

Dorothy Drew said last year $10,000.00 was put in Capital Reserve 
for Highway Equipment and we were advised at that time that the pay- 
loader would have to be replaced soon, plus repairs to the grader were 
very costly. Why are you now asking for a loader-backhoe and not a 
payloader? 

Floyd Carson said that the Town has to rent a loader and backhoe 
and the cost of rental, plus insurance and maintenance is very costly. 
It would be a savings to the Town if we have our own loader/backhoe. 
Moderator ruled Article #15B defeated by voice vote. 

John Stapleton asked for a standing vote on Article #15B and the 
results were - Yes 108 and No 76. Article voted. 

ARTICLE #16 To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
authorize the establishment of a Capital Reserve Fund for Town Forest 
Management in an amount not to exceed Thirty-Five Hundred Dollars 
($3,500.00). This reserve fund to be established with proceeds from 
the Town Forest timber sale. (Recommended by Budget Committee) 

Leo Fraser made a motion we accept the article as read and it 
was duly seconded. 

Mark Fraser explained that the timber sale was going to be from 
the Frank Green Lot on Loudon Road. Some of the proceeds from this 
sale would be set aside in a reserve fund so the Selectmen can maintain 
other wood lots to eventually derive income for the Town. 

ARTICLE #17 To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
authorize the withdrawal from Revenue Sharing Funds established under 
the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for the 
use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for the following 
specific purpose and in the maximum amounts indicated herewith or take 
any other action hereon: 

(A) An amount not to exceed Nine Thousand Dollars ($9,000.00) 
for the purpose of a police cruiser. (Recommended by Budget Committee) 

(B) An amount not to exceed Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) 
for the purchase of a loader/backhoe. (This amount to be equally 
matched by Capital Reserve Funds).(Recommended by Budget Committee) 
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(C) An amount not to exceed Seventy-five Hundred Dollars 
($7,500.00) for the Highway Garage/Municipal Facility-Planning and 
Land Acquisition. (Recommended by Budget Committee) 

(D) An amount not to exceed Thirty-Four Thousand Dollars 
($34,000.00) for a Capital Reserve Fund-Highway Garage/Municipal Facil- 
ity; 

=OR2 

An amount not to exceed Seventeen Thousand, Seven Hundred Dollars 
($17,700.00) for a Capital Reserve Fund-Highway Garage/Municipal Facil- 
ity; and Sixteen Thousand, Three Hundred Dollars ($16,300.00) to be 
used aS a set-off against the Town Highway Maintenance Account. 
(Recommended by Budget Committee) 

Floyd Carson made a motion we accept Article #17 A,B & C as print- 
ed and Arnold Wells seconded. 

Cathy Folsom said in this article we have about $60,000 in Revenue 
Sharing Funds and felt we should use this money to keep the taxes down 
instead of purchasing new equipment. 

Mark Fraser presented the Selectmen's feelings regarding Revenue 
Sharing. Said it first started in 1972 basically for capital item 
purchases. Can be used against the tax rate but the Revenue Department 
prefers it be used for new equipment, etc.. If we use this money 
against the tax rate this year, we will have to raise the $60,000 next 
year, plus inflation increases, otherwise some services will have to be 
cut back. 

Mark Fraser said the cruiser had 105,000 miles and there was 
mechanical damage to the front end which would cost about $500 to re- 
pair. Book value is only $500-$700. Old cruiser would be sold at 
auction. N.H. Division of Surplus properties has loaned us a vehicle 
at the present time. 

Moderator called for a vote on Article #17 A,B, & C and the voice 
vote was affirmative. 

Floyd Carson made a motion to accept Article 17D as printed and 
Leo Fraser seconded. 

Gilbert Bleckmann said if we vote this we are voting on a very 
sketchy plan. We have already voted under "C" to pay for a proper plan. 

Article #17D defeated by a voice vote. 

James Blake made a motion we accept Article 17 - "OR" as read and 
Roland Drolet seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #18 To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
authorize the establishment of a Capital Reserve Fund-Highway Garage/ 
Municipal Facility in an amount not to exceed Thirty-Four Thousand 
Dollars ($34,000.00). ($17,700 recommended by Budget Committee; 
$16,300 not recommended by Budget Committee) 

John Barto made a motion that the article be indefinitely post- 
poned and Joan Drew seconded. 

Discussion followed regarding the difference between Article #17D 
and Article #18. Mark Fraser explained that one authorizes the with- 
drawal from Revenue Sharing Funds and the other authorizes the establish- 
ment of a Capital Reserve Fund. 

Gilbert Bleckmann suggested that since Article #17D had already 
been defeated that we vote down the motion and then vote on the amount 
voted in the amended version of Article #17D. Original motion defeated 
on a voice vote. 

Gilbert Bleckmann made a motion that the Town vote to appropriate 
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and authorize the establishment of a Capital Reserve Fund-Highway 
Garage/Municipal Facility in an amount not to exceed Seventeen Thou- 
sand, Seven Hundred Dollars ($17,700.00). Robert Landry seconded. 
Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #19 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sums of money recommended by the Budget Committee to defray Town 
expenses for the year ensuing or pass any motion related thereto. 

John Barto moved we vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$716,500 recommended by the Budget Committee to defray Town expenses 
for the year ensuing. Gilbert Bleckmann seconded. 

Donna Holland made a motion to amend Article #20 for the Town to 
vote to establish a continuing policy to compensate the highway depart- 
ment personnel at a rate comparable to that of the N.H. Department of 
Public Works & Highways, commencing with the year 1982, and increase 
the highway department budget by $5,200 to be used for this purpose. 
Laura Hildreth seconded. ~ 

Mark Fraser explained the pay scale for the state highway employees 
and noted that our town highway workers received considerably less at 
the present time. 

Moderator called for a vote on the amendment and the voice vote 
was affirmative. 

Moderator then called for a vote on the amended budget figure of 
$721,700 and the voice vote was affirmative.
